Easy HomeTherapy 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M D. 
THE ESTABLISHMENT of a 
fund for the promotion of research 
in physical medicine by Bernard 
Baruch is a forward looking step.

departments in that specialty in 
most New York hospitals and in 
many others over the country, and 
persuaded the medical profession 
of the value of massage, heat, cold 
and electricity in the treatm ent of 
disease. 
But it is still a neglected sub­ 
ject. Every hospital as soon as it 
opens establishes a drug room, but 
only one in twenty sets abide a 
place for physical therapy. The 
doctor you call in for such ail­ 
ments an lumbago, sciatica, pleu­ 
risy, a cold, or a pain in the abdo­ 
men reaches at once for his pre­ 
scription pad, but seldom rolls up 
his sleeves to give you a massage 
or apply a hot or cold compress. 
And how often does he order phys­ 
ical treatm ents that can be given 
only by expert*—massage, dia­ 
thermy. Every home has a medi­ 
cine closet, but the only imple­ 
ment for physical therapy likely 
to be found in the average Ameri­ 
can castle is a hot water bag. 
Once in a thousand times you find 
a sun lamp. 
Yet here is a whole armen- 
tarium of treatm ent which is im­ 
mediate and powerful in their ef­ 
fects, which never, as is the case 
with drug1* create a habit and 
which leaves no disagreeable after 
effects. 
Home Physical Therapy 
But, you will say, it requires 
special and expensive apparatus. 
Not at all. The best form of physi­ 
cal therapy can be given in any 
American home with a well ap­ 
pointed bath room. The procedures 
can be done by any intelligent 
house mother with no more in­ 
struction than is required to tell 
her how to give the medicine which 
doctors are ao lavish in prescrib­ 
ing. 
What conditions are propel for 
the application of physical ther­ 
apy? Well, it is: (I) the best 
treatm ent on earth for a common 
cold—nasal douche and chest com­ 
press. (2) Far safer than a cathar­ 
tic, which everybody instinctively 


take- for a stomach ache, is the 
stupe, or wet compress. (3) The 
sovereign remedy for sleepless­ 
ness; U ) and lumbago and mus­ 
cular rheumatism; (5) headache; 
(6l fatigue- acute and chronic— 
such ab neurasthenia—to name 
only a few. 
The methods adapted to home 
treatment are massage, exercise, 
the use of hot and cold water and 
electricity as exemplified in the 
sun lamp. 
La»y to I<earn 


To show how easy it is to learn 
forms of physical treatm ent, I will 
quote a famous passage from the 
works of Mr. Baruch’s father. He 
is awaking of the hot compress 
for abdominal pain; 
“I will simplify my apparatus 
by limiting it to a ba?tn, two 
towels and a tea kettle filled with 
boiling water. Have th. patient lie 
fiat on another towel which goes 
under the hips. The majority of 
hot applications fail for one of two 
reasons—they are either too hot 
or 
too cold. 
Hot 
applications 
should bo between 12<» and 165 
degrees F. Pick one of your towels 
out of boiling water and place it 
in the other, and tw ist the two 
ends of the dry tow’d until most 
of the boiling water is squeezed 
out.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. L. P .:—You recently stated 
that ordinary baldness was not to 
be confused with alopecia areatea 
which is a form of baldness that 
can be cured. How can alopecia 
areatea be distinguished and what 
is the cure? 
A.: In alopecia areatea there is 
rapid and complete loss of hair in 
patches. Gradually on the bald 
patches new hair grows in. It oc­ 
curs in people of any age, even 
quite young. The treatm ent usu­ 
ally given is by sunlight, ultra­ 
violet light and other light treat­ 
ments, and by stim ulating exter­ 
nal applications containing sul­ 
phur, resorcin, capsicum or tar. 
But the condition usually runs its 
course not much influenced by 
treatm ent.
